PORTSMUUITH. N. H., Aug. I7.— 
When the envoys left the hotel this 
morning there was a marked difference 
im their dcmeanor. 

M. Witte was cheerful, even jolly. He 
smiled at everybody, spoke to all those 
near to him and bowed to everybody 
in sight. 

Even the reptessed Baron Rosen was 
approximately genial. 

The Japanese, on the contrary, stalked 
out of the hotel, jumped into their au- 
tomobile and stared out at the sea un- 
til their chauffeur had his engine go- 
ing. 

They ‘did not acknowledge salutes. 
The tiny Baron Komura appeared to be 
in the bluest kind of blue funk. 

Still, nothing is to be gained by a 
study of Japanese countenances, the 
summer girls call them “the frozen 
faces," and it is a good term. 

M. Karostovetz said this morning that 
the envoys hoped to get away from here 
next Monday, He expressed the Rus- 
sian idea, but he would not say whether 
they expected to get away with a 
treaty or with no treaty. 

The Russians have cleverly put the 
onus on the Japanese. M. Witte, hav- 
ing extraordinary powers, has given 
in on seven of the eight questions dis- 
cussed. He has granted Japan all] that 
Japan wanted before the war began. 
Now he intends to sit back and let the 
world see that Japan by demanding a 
large indemnity and the cession of ter- 
ritory is taking more than her pound 
of flesh. 

That is the view. He thinks he can 
place on Japan the responsibility for 
continuing the war. 

Section 9 was passed over today te the 
end of the conference. 

It will not take long to clear up the 
other points, M. Witte thinks, for he is 
of the opinion that Japan is not serious 
in demanding the Imitation of Russian 
naval power in the East, but merely 
put that section in to trade on, 

The program marked out is for the 
envoys to clean up everything possible 
today, then take an adjournment for a 
day or two until final communication 
can be had with home governments. 

Then they will come together and lay 
their last cards down on the table. The 
Russians say the conference must break, 
for they will never concede money ofr 
territory. 

The Japanese give no sign. It would 
surprise nobody if they would let go of 
the indemnity and it would surprise no- 
body if they hung to it like grim death 
and thus continued the war.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 17.—

a receiver for the $2,500,000 Lewis Bank, 
Attorney-General Hadley said this

“Before Lewis attempted to get as- 
'signments of stock of the People’s Bank 
made to himself I submitted to the 
Board of Directors three propositions 
for liquidation: 

“1. That the directors of the bank be 
appointed receivers to wind up its af- 


fairs. 

“2. That the directors liquidate the 
bank as trustees under the direction of 
the court. 

“3. That the directors liquidate the 
bank under the supervision of a State 
Bank Examiner, as the representative 
of the Secretary of State. 

"These three propositions were sub- 
mitted to Judge Barclay and Gen. 
Shielas, counsel for the directors, July 
27. They were rejected by the board 
July 29%, and later that day I filed the 
amended petition for the appointment 
of a receiver, upon which the court 
made the order Tuesday last appoint- 
ing Fred Essen receiver." 


Essen a Surprise. 

The appointment of Mr. Kssen as re- 
ceiver was a surprise both to the At- 
torney-General and to Secretary of 
State Swanger, as his name had not 
been suggested by either in connnection 
with the receivership. In cases of this 
kind, while the appointing wer lies 
entirely within the jurisdiction of the 
court, this possibly is the firet instance 
of record wherein the suggestions of 
the Attorney-General and the Secretary 
of State have not been regarded. 

Mr. Hadley said: 

‘T have nothing whatever to say 
about the appointment of Essen except 
what I have already said. The respon- 
sibility of giving to the stockholders 
and depositors the largest possible re- 
turns from the assets of the bank now 
rests with Mr. Essen and the court. I! 
have no reason to believe but that they 
will do all that they should in this re- 


ga 

“The stockholders who have been in- 
duced to assign their stock to Lewis 
should be protected to the fullest ex- 
tent, and the directions given by the 
court to the receiver indicate that this 
is his purpose and intention.”

BALTIMORE, Aug. 12.—Wearie!1 of 
his hapless infatuation for a nurse, Rod- 
ert C. Davidson, former Mayor of this 
city, and one time President of the 
Baltimore Trust and Guarantee Co., 
has returned from his flight with her 
to Burope and effected a reconciliation 
with his wife. The couple met in New 
York. They returned here quietly and 
went to their old home in Dolphin 
street. Mr. Davidson said he would re- 
main in Baltimore. The whercabouts 
of the woman with whom he vanished 
about three months ago are unknown. 

This climax to a sensation that shook 
Baltimore society to its foundation was 
totally unexpected here. When the first 
news of the reconciliation was circu- 
lated it was generally discredited, but 
‘speedy confirmation was forthcoming 
from Mrs. Davidson's attorneys. 


The Pride of Baltimore. 
Davidson wae the first citizen of Bal- 
timore. and a self-made man of whom 
the city was inordinately proud. He 
was looked upon as one of the strongest 
and most resourceful politicians and 
financiers ever raised in Maryland, and 
the popular belief was there was no 
position to which he might not justly 
aspire. The public disappointmcnt over 
his disappearance has not yet worn 
itself out, and now. comes the surprise 
of his quick recognition of his error 
and his return in penitence to iis wife. 
Without a word of warning and with- 
out a word to his most intimate frieiida, 
Davidson dropped from sight on May 7 
jlast. He had made the most csreful 
*preparations for his flight. He had con-

@ash, and he left the city without tak- 
ing thought of the maintenance of his 
wife. Mrs. Davidson was thrown back 
on her private fortune, which was large

Statement by Family. 

She persistently refused to discuss her 
‘husband's act, but the day following 
his departure an aunt, who met all 
callers in the family home, made this 
Ftatement: 

“We did not know of Mr. Davidson's 
‘Intentions until after he had left RBalti- 
more. It is true that when he went 
away he was accompanied by a woman. 
I cannot discuss the case further and 
Cannot say what the future course of 
my niece will be." 

The romance which led to Davidson's 
trip to Europe began in Nantucket a 
year ago, when he met a nurse who 
was in care of a patient convalescing 
there. The nurse was 390 years old, Da- 
vidson then haying just turned 55. She 
was 6 feet 2 inches tall. From the 
outset he manifested an admiration for 
the woman. They were frequently seen 
together, but the banker was deaf to 
the remonstrances of his friends. How- 
ever, nobody imagined that the attach- 
ment would result as it did, and not 
‘@ word of it came to the ears of his 
wife. Davidson's friends preferred to 
think that the friendship was merely

NEW NEBULAR HYPOTHESIS 


Chicago University Scientists 
Assert Laplace Origin of 
Planets Is Wrong. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.—A new nebular 
hypothes's has been given to the world 
by two eminent professors of the I'ni- 
versity of Chicago, Frederick R. 
ton of the Department of Astronomy 
and J. C. Chamberlin of the Depart- 
ment of Geology. They claim that in- 
stead of the planets being formed by 
rings thrown off by the sun, as has 
formerly been believed, they were 
formed by the disturbance of a visiting 
sun which swept through the heaven 
near our sun. 

This visiting body caused matter to 
be ejected in a spiral form, hence the 
name of the new theory, the spiral neb- 
ular hypothesis. The passing of this 
sun left millions of separate particles 
swarining around our sun, among which 
were to be found sucli and local con- 
densation. These gathered and formed 
the planets. 

This theory begun by the professors 
in 1898 and elaborated today for the first 
time, is intended to supplant the old 
ring theory of Laplace, which has stood 
since 1796.

Metal rods 
have replaced the: wooden strips which 
Supported the asbestos curtain and 
hangers. A second sprinkling system 
covers every inch of the stage region 
from cellar to loft. The stage skylight 
opens automatically with the operation 
of the sprinkler, affording egress for 
smoke and gas. Standpipes, with hose 
attached, have been placed upon every 
floor level. The seats have been re- 
arranged so that there are no more 
than nine chairs between any seat and 
an aisle. The exits and stairways have 
been encased in steel, and new exits 
have been opened, leading under the 
Stage from the auditorium. Simple 
catches, which may be worked by 
women and children, have been placed 
at all the doors, new water connections 
have been made for the fire department, 
and a fireman in the employ of the city 
will stand at the water switch, back on 
the stage, during every performance. 
The city officials have inspected these 
improvements, have subjected the as- 
bestos curtains and fireproof paints to 
tests with blow pipes, and have pro- 
nounced the precautions a complete com- 
pliance with the terms of the new city 
ordinance.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 17.—Dr. Regi- 
nald B. Leach of St. Paul, Minn., who 
is here to risk his life to prove the effi- 
cacy of his yelow fever preventive is 
the ion of the hour and a popular idol 
in New Orleans. 

A week ago Dr. Leach came here to 
test his arsenic preveitive. He applied 
to the Orleans Parish Medical Society 
to appoint a committee to observe his 
test. The society promptly turned him 
’ Dr. Leach refrained from criticism, 
but Mayor Behrman and others took up 
his cause. The result of their efforts 
resulted in his being given high etand- 
ing in the community and in a day or 
two there were volunteers who wished 
to be inoculated with fever to add fur- 
ther to his tests. The number of 
those asking to be inoculated with fever 
is daily increasing, and men and women 
are even beginning to be allowed an op- 
portunity to become martyrs for science. 


Tests Are Promised. 


Last night Dr. Leach issued a state- 
ment to the public, promising that the 
tests would be made. He has assur- 
ances that 100,000 people in New Or- 
leans are taking arsenic preventive 

that they will demind a fair test.

Census Shows That Difference 
Compared to Employment 
of Males. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—There is not 
the slightest doubt in the minds of per- 
sons engaged in statistical work for the 
Goverrment about the truth of the prop- 
osition that women crowding men 
out of occupations. 

All the figures compiled by the Govern- 
ment show a steady increase in the num- 
ber of women engaged in gainful occupa- 
tions. : 

During the last decade the gain has 
been a little more than 5 per cent. That 
is the number of females over 10 years 
of age engaged in work for wages has 
gained at that rate, while for the same 
period, the gain among males has been 
only a fraction over 1 per cent. The gain 
among females is a four to one. 

Whether. as declared by Factory In- 
spector Bodine, in his address at Detroit, 
that means the early driving of men to 
occupations where their greater physical 
sndurance will save them from further 
competition they are not prepared to 
Say. 

The whole number of persons em- 
ployed in & tinful occupations during the 
‘ast census year in the continental Unit- 
ed States was 29,073,233, of which num- 
ber 23.753.836 were males and 5,319,937 were 
fem: ses. 

It would not do to say that they were 
men and. women, because the census 
enumerators included all persons of 10 
years of age and upward in the lists of 
those who were employed for_hire. State 
laws generally prohibit persons of less 
than 10 years of age working, 80 that no 
employed anywhere is reported 
being of fewer years than 1. 

The percentage of males @ngaged in 
gainful ocucpations was 50 of the whole 
male popuiation. Of the femaies 18.8 
per cent of the entire female population 
was engaged in employment Pa wages. 

In 20 years the percentage of females 
earning wages increased frem M.7 per 
cent to the figures before nmrentioned. In 
that same period the number of males so 
engaged increased from 78.7 to 8 or only 
1.3 per cent. These figures show that the 
increase among tem ale wage earners is 
four times as great as among the males.

Harris Lindsley, Mr. McAdoo refers to 
the young man who came to New York 
City from the South as having marked 
ability, inborn integrity and a chival- 
rous sense of honor,” says the World. 

“No class of men within the city 
average of higher success than the 
South's contribution to New York's Cos- 
mopolitan popwation. But Mr. McAdoo 
did not mention the most marked differ- 
ence between them and the delegations 
from Eastern, Northern and Western 
States. In honesty and ability no com- 
parison can be made to the disparage- 
ment of any section. In persistence 
and training to stand hard work the 
boy from a “Northern farm or village 
at least equals the average Southern 
boy. 

“It is by his better manners, by his 
habitual courtesy that the young man 
from the South often succeeds where 
hard work alone would bring less re- 
sults. He goes into a profession as 4 
rule rather than into business, 4nd 
there his appearance, his breeding and 
his manners secure him good connec- 
tion and lucrative clients or pients. 

“The influence of older women have 
much to do with a young man’s suc- 
cess. Southern men come to New York 
with a social training and a liking for 
feminine society that is of great value. 
Such social graces are a good profes- 
sional asset in New York, where the 
power of women is exerted much fur- 
ther than appears on the surface.”’

Onoe an old man came to me and 
begged me to conduct a service in 
memory of his deceased wife, relates 
Father Gapon, in the Strand Magazine.

I remember as a child’ how I was 
struck by the story of one St. John, 
originally Bishop of Novgorod, of whom 
it was narrated that once, while he was 
fervently praying, the evil one played 
all manners of tricks to divert him from 
his devotions. At last the devil got into 
the water jug that stood in the corner 
of the cell, whereupon the holy man 
quickly made the sign of the cross over 
it and so imprisoned his infernal enemy. 
The devil begged to be released, prom- 
ising to do anything that was demanded 
of him. 

The bishop asked to be at once taken 
to Jerusalem, and that night they jour- 
neyed there and back, after which the 
devil was released. This greatly im- 
pressed me, and I shed innocent tears, 
but I could not, at the same time, help 
wishing that I could catch the devil to 
such good purposes.
